An crish wowan named Mrs, Blake, a 
widow with two ohildren, occupying a 
part ef a small house near the pilaster 
mill and within a stove’s throw of Corn- 
wall landing, was yesterday found dead 
near the road side, a few rods below the 
brewery, and within four or five hundred 
fect of her own dwelling. From the 
stainsof blood in the road and between 
the road and where the body was found, 
the eonclusion is irresistible that the 
woman had been murdered on the high- 
way sod her body thrown down the bank 
aud among the bushes where it yester- 
day was accidentally diseovered by Gil- 
bert Ward in passing by the spot. 
Immediately on receipt of the intel- 
livence Dyer Brewster, E=q., a justice of 
the peace, proceeded to impanel a jury 
to investigate the circumstances of her 
death. KFrem what we could learn from 
a brief visit to the place of the murder, 
itappears that Mrs. Blake was last seen 
alone on Monday evening about nine 
o’cloek; that at that time she called at 
the doof of a Mrs. Burtes, occupying a 
partof the same dwelling with the de- 
ceased, and ip response to the invitation 
of Mrs. Burtes to come in and sit down, 
ahe stated that she could not; that she 
must go to bed, as she had to be up early 
to attend to her work. Mrs. Burtes then 
heard her enter her apartment, and 
heard her walking around the room after 
had entered. shortty after this she 
heard some one approaching Mrs. 
Blake’s door—heard them knock ; heard 
the door open. From this time to the 
finding of the body allis mystery.

A few years since, Mra Morgan mar- 
ried a daughter of the late William Kel- 
logg, Esqy., of Mast Hartford, and the 
lady was very much attached to him. 
They havé two bright children now liv- 
ing. Mr. Morgan inthe meantime was 
promoted rapidly in the navy, 
finally appointed a commander of a large 
warship, and his prospects in life were 
most flaggering. While his ship was 
lying atthe Washington navy yard a 
year or more since,he became attached to 
a Miss Wroe, an only danghter, and of 
a highly respectable family of Wash- 
ington—her father being a man of 
wealth. Strange as it may 
and shocking as the fact was to his 
friends and relatives here, he married 
Miss. Wroe. She is now about to 
become a mother. There are two or 
three facts that make this case agyrava- 
ting. Last spring Miss Wroe, who had 
been the wife of Morgan for nearly a 
year, came to Hartford to see Mrs. Mor- 
gau and ascertain personally with regard 
to her marriage. She had an interview 
with her, saw her children, and learnt 
all the facts. She went back to her 
fatber’s in Washington. Soon after 
Morgau came on and said he had sepa- 
rated from his second wife forever, or 
bad given ber up, and that henceforth 
repudiating his errors, he should cling to 
his first and only leggtimate wife. Mrs. 
Morgan received him only as a wife who 
loved her husband could receive him ; 
and she was quite happy. He re- 
mained with her ashort time, less than 
a month, when ope morning he coolly 
informed her that he did not love her. 
He then left ber and went back to Wash- 
ington, or to Georgetown, within a few 
miles of Washington. Mra. Morgan’s 
immediate relatives then took steps to 
have him arrested. Mr. Wroe, 
father of the second wife, seuds on a4 
letter signed by R. D. Hubbard, state 
attorney, and dated Hartford, June 1, 
1867, informing him that Morgan was 
never warried to Mise Kellogg, but lived 
witb ber illegitimately for eight years. 
This letter is a forgery. Whether Mr. 
Hubbard will také any steps with regard 
to this forgery, we are not informed. We 
have seen the letter. 


LYNCH LAW IN MORR'!S, [LLINOIS—POPULATION 
OF THE JOLIET PENITENTIARY. 

CHicaco, July —~Alonzo Tibbets 
was arrested some months ago on the 
charge of having murdered Mr, Thomas 
Page, in Morris, Lilinois. He was ac- 
quitted, his brother, who was believed 
to be cognizant of the crime, refusing to 
testify. Oo Friday, a meeting of the 
prominent citizens was held, at which 
it was resolved to hang Alonzo. The 
sheriff committed him to jail for safety. 
On Saturday the crowd broke open the 
jail in the absence of the sheriff, took 
Tibbets in @ wagon across the river and 
hung him to a tree, against the protesta- 
tions of the mayor and others. He as- 
serted his innocence to the last. 

The number of convicts now in the 
Joliet penitentiary is one thousand and 
xixty.. A large increase recently. 


At 1} o'clock yesterday morning two 
men, named Kobert Gallagher, aged 
twenty-six years, and William Donohue, 
aged twenty-three years, were arrested 
by Officers Ryan and McCoy, of the Jer- 
sey City police, charged with attempting 
to commit a rape on Bridget Harney, on 
hoard canal boat No. 1408, lying in the 
Morris canal basin. The officers heard 
the outeries of the woman, and upon 
going on board the boat, met with a stout 
resistance from the accused, but finally 
overpowered and conveyed the two men 
to the police station, where they were 
locked up for examination to-day. 


ALLEGED OUTRAGE IN A PTREET CAR, 

A woman named Nellie Shanger ap- 
peared before Justice Dodge at the Jeffer- 
son market police court on Saturday and 
made complaint against two mep, named 
Philip Broderick avd James Watson, 
whom the charged with having violated 
her person. Camplainant alleges that at 
an early hour on the morning of Saturday 
last she was at the corner of Twenty-third 
street and First avenue, intending to take 
a car of the Second avenue line to go to 
her home in Cherry street, but by mis- 
take she got into car No. eighty-four of 
the East Broadway and Avenue B line, 
which was making it« last trip up, it 
being then after one o'clocka.m. The 
only otber occupant of the car when she 
got in was the man James Watson, 
soon after tae car started Watson 
spoke to her, asking if she had 
money to pay her fare. She 
replied that she had, when Watson 
seized bold of her and pulled ber toward 
him, and at the same time extinguished 
one of the lights in the car. Broderick, 
the driver of the car, then extinguished 
the other light, when beth of the men 
seized her, and each violated her persen. 
Another man then attempted to outrage 
the woman, but finally desisted because 
of ber cries and entreaties. The car was 
soon after stopped, and Broderick and 
Watson then tried to put the woman off, 
when officer Cruden, of the eighteenth 
precinct, came up and arrested the two 
men. Both of the accused deny the 
statement of the complainant. Her 
story is, however, corroborated by the 
testimony of officer Cruden. Justice 
Dodge held the accused in the sum of 
$3900 to answer the charge of rape, 
Broderick subsequently obtained the 
requisite bonds, and was released ; Wat- 
son is still in eustody.—N. Y, 7ribune. 


CHILD MURDER ABANDONMENT, 
Yesterday morning some geutiemen 
who were walking up Central avenue 
from Newton creek, discovered within 
the grounds of Ravenswood (Mr. Nel- 
son’s place), the dead body of a newl 
born babe, It was that of a fully devel- 
oped child who had evidently been born 
alive, and was wrapped in the fragmeuts 
of a sheet. The coroner was notified, 
but up to five o’elock the unnatural per- 
petrators of the deed remained undiscov- 
ered, Suspicion points to a womal who 
lives in the neighborheod, and some 
think that when the piece of calico is 
unfolded it will *‘a tale unfold.”— JY. Y. 
World, Aug. 5. 


INFANTICIDE. 

Coroner Wildey held an inquest yes- 
terday at the eighth precinct station- 
bowse, over the remains of a newly boro 
male infant, which were found by officer 
Gayner, of the eighth precinct, in the 
hallway of premises No. 113 Mercer 
street.

MovaABLeE LevEE.—We would call the 
attention of those interested, to the com- 
munication published below. It con- 
tains some suggestions which may prove 
worthy of their consideration : 

TENN, August 27, 
Editors Memphis \ppeal: 

Sirs: L write to enlist yout sympathy 
for the interests of the ‘lowlanders”’ 
residing in the ewamps of the Miasissipp! 
river. (ur country is retrogading every 
year; and if something is not done for 
our benefit pretty soon, the greater num- 
ber of our plantations will have to be 
wholly abandoned. We cannot rear stock 
and cultivate ground that is deluged 
every year. The water must be kept off 
or we must leave all ‘overflowed”’ 


aces. 

The system of dirt levee was, even in 
the days of reliable labor, a failure ; 
every year or two bringing its crevasses, 
and consequent destruction of certain 
neighborhoods, 

The highest and best lands are on the 
banks of the river, awd nearly all the 
jantations and igtluénutial people are 
[peated thereon. No tax payer wishes 
his homestead left to the mercy of the 
floods, or to have rain water ponded on 
his field by culling off drainage into the 
interior bayous, or by constructing @ 
levee in hisrear. We cannot prevent 
the river from*eaving in certain bends, 
and it wil} not pay fo whole aniles 
of dirt levee along the line of a single 
county every two or three years. What 
we need is asystem of portat/> levees to 
ace along the caving fends and moved 
as May require—au inde- 
the 


structible levee, never to be lost ia 
river, never to be paid for twice. 
The lands are among the ri¢hest in the 
world, and if the water could be kept of! 
the country, would soon become dry and ( 
healthy. 


Qn that portion of it which |, 
does not overflow, no one ever thinks of 
having to feed stock not at work. 

I wish to suggest to our ingenious me- 


stance will not rust. 
sixteenths of an inch thick, twelve feet 
long and four feet wide, will, when 
plane, supported at both ends, bend un- 
der its own weight; but if, as was exhib- 
ited by the Francis metailic life boat 
company at the world’s fair in New 
York, be corrugated like the surface of a 
washboard, it will hold up six hundred 
and fifty pounds of cast iron piled up on 
its center, yet one strong man could carry 
the whole sheet.
